700 Babies Bom in One District In Twelve Months- 

Far-Reaching Work of ChlW Welfare Ctntre

In another house the OWcers found 
that the husband had died a few 
months before, one of tho children was 
ta consumption, while the ether had 
no clothing to wear. And an e^d'tlmi 
was expected at any llmyl In this 
case, toS. beyond their work as nurses, 
the Officers provided the necessary 
food and clothing. 

Verge of Starvation 
Another woman whoso bread-winner 
had been without employment for 
many weeks earned a precarious living 
by machining Houses, the husbajtl 
meanwhile trying to sell writing-pads, 
on some days dtspoalng of but two t 
As time went on oho was unable to 
continue working, and they were noon 
on tho verge of starvation. The home 
m licmpulouBly clean, and it was 
only by chance that the nurses learned 
the true state of affairs, and were able 



to help them before the actual event 
took place. 
Three Hundred Patients a Week 
Nor does the work of the nurees 
cease with the actual birth of tho 
child, for at the nurses', residence there 
te a Baby Welfare Centra, to which 
as many as fifty mothera and their 
babies come on three mornings a week 
foe advice and attention, and to have 
their little oncB examined. Bo greatly 
haB this work grown that two hute 
have now been erected— by the grate- 
ful husband of a patient, it should be 
added-ln the garden of tho Centre. 
One will be used aa a waiting-room 
and the other for consultation pur- 
poses, and will enable the nurses to 
cater for some three hundred patients . 
a week. This number would have neon 
reached long ago but for the lack of 
accommodation. Vieltors to the Cen- 
tre have expressed their surprise at 
the wonderful work which ia ln pro- 
gress, while the authorities have also 
Spoken in high praise of what la being 
dene for the betterment of the mothers 
and babies of the district.
